Taylor was fired from his job 


as a tool maker at Bell Aircraft 
Corp., Buffalo, N.Y., after the in- 
dustrial personnel security review 
board of the Defense Department 
revoked his security clearance., 


The board, on the basis"ojf. in- 


formation supplied by six uniden- 
tified informants found that Tay- 
lor in 1942 and 1943 had been a 
member, paid dues to, and held a 
membership card in lhe Commu- 
nist party, 


Taylor, who made a categorical 


denial of the charges, demanded 
to know the identity of Ins ac 
cuscrs. 


The government has steadfastly 


contended that the right lo be con- 
fronted by accusers, which applies 
in criminal cases, docs not apply 
in security cases involving govern- 
ment and defense plant workers.
